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ANALYSIS 


INTRODUCTION | “ 


According to the 1943-44 Unitarian Year Book there are 
+ 55a active Unitarian churches. Sixteen of these churches are 
located in Canada so the total of active Unitarian churches in 
the United States is 336. Out of this total number of Unitarian 
churches in the United States 208, or 62%, are located in the 
New England area. One hundred and sixty-two, or 48.2% are located 
in the State of Massachusetts. 

The concentration of Unitarian churches in a single area 
should be of particular interest to prospective ministers inso- 
much as the opportunity of becoming located in one of the New 
England states 40 approximately two to one. 

This same concentration of churches in one area can, of 
‘course, be both good and bad. On the negative side it means a 
great preponderance of interest and power in an area that covers 
a relatively small geographical drea. On the other hand, it of- 
fers the opportunity for homogeneous action that is denied to 
many, and probably most of the other denominations. Under such 
circumstances the opportunity for satisfactory democratic action 
should be possible, 

However, regardless of concentration or dispersion, the 
degree of satisfactory democratic action must, of necessity, de- 
pend upon- the common knowledge that the people and the ministers 
of the individual churches have concerning the entire denomina- 
tional situation. It was with this thought in mind that this 

thesis was conceived. 


‘In order that the material asked for on the questionnaire

‘might be gathered as one homogeneous mass, and at the same time 
weed out all of those churches which might tend to throw the 
analysis out of perspective, the field to which the questionnaire 


was sent was limited to the following:

field of social surveys of the Unitarian churches. It is sin- 


lrour churches served by two ministers. 
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cerely hoped that this study will furnish a basis upon which 
additional studies may be built. Such a work is of unusual sig- 
nificance since the American Unitarian Association has discon- 
tinued individual statistics for each church in the denomination. 
That a sense of loss concerning the vital statistics of 
our denomination has been felt by the ministers is attested to 
by the many requests that were made for the results of this ad 
mittedly limited survey. Another example can be found in a 
letter that was sent to the Christian Register at approximately 
the same time that the first questionnaires were sent out. The 
letter was with reference to the question of gathering statistics 
for the average attendance of all the Unitarian churches. 
Statistics of membership or of constituency do not indi- 
cate our real strength: for example, in the parish with a 
membership of e29 less than 50 per cent. are really active. 
Many of our most active people are not members of our church 
at all; I should say as much as 75 per cent. of our most ac- 


tive people are not church members. The same applies to 
constituency figures. Ours are up in the six hundreds but 


that is not indication of our strength. 
It seems to me, then, that a publication of the average 
attendance in each of our churches would be of inestimable 


value both to the ministers and to the A.U.A. itself in de- 


termining our potential power as a denominational organiza- 
tion. ; 


Following is a condensation of the questionnaires that 
were returned. Each questionnaire is treated individually and 
is listed under the state in which the church is located. The 
states are listed in alphabetical order. All the questionnaires 
that were returned, including the community churches, are listed. 
These same community churches are, however, omitted from the 


figures that were used to make the final analysis of the material.

SUMMARY 


Insomuch as 59, or 46%, of the churches reported that 
the population of the geographical area in which they are lo-. 
cated is 10,000, or less, it would seem that the often heard 
generalization that the Unitarian Church is predominately urban 
is not upheld. The majority of the churches seem to be located 
in small suburban areas. 

The adequacy or inadequacy of transportation appeared to 
be judged in-relation to the Square miles from which the churches 
drew their support. In twenty-four cases where it was possible 
to make a comparison, ministers who were serving a small geo- 
graphical area believed that the transportation was adequate, 
while those churches which served greater geographical areas, 
although in the same population range, declared the transporta- 
tion to be inadequate. Only four cases out of the twenty-four 


didn't follow this pattern. 


s, 


There is some discrepancy between the educational status 
of the church membership and the occupational status of the 
church membership. Eleven per cent., on an arithmatic average, 


were reported to have attended and to have completed graduate 


school, while 22% were reported to be engaged in the professions. 


This difference can be partially, if not wholly explained by re- 
ferring to the civic organizations represented in the church. 
Ninety-one churches reported that their church membership in- 
cluded representatives in the field of social service. Ninety- 


nine churches reported that their church membership included a 


representative of a library. Both of these positions could sad 
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and probably were, included as professional positions. 

The combined percentages of those completing college and 
graduate school should be called to the attention of the reader. 
Forty-six per cent. of the total membership of the Unitarian 
churches answering the questionnaire were reported within these 
two groups. This figure is substantiated in the figures given 
in answer to the two questions covering occupations and civic 
organizations represented in the church. Under the question 
senobsning osoupations 40% fall within the two classifications 
of professional and office workers. Under the question cover- 
ing civic organizations 91 churches reported representatives in 
the field of social service, 96 reported representatives in the 
school department, and 99 reported representatives in library 
work. 

A study of the statistics covering church budgets shows 
great ‘eeeudeeseann in relation to the amount of money that is 
expended in relation to the membership. The greatest discrepancy 
can be noted in footnote number 4+ on page 147 where two churches, 
each having a membership between 325 and 349, have budgets that 
differ by approximately $17,500. Another wide discrepancy can be 
noted between the membership groups of 500-549 and 550-574. The 
smaller membership has a budget of $25,000, while the larger men- 
ocership has a budget of only $16,000. Within this section differ- 
‘ences were s0 great that it was necessary to list separately those 
budgets that were so far out of line as to make their inclusion 
in the average impossible. In.only two churches the number of 
subscribers fell within the given membership of the church. Both 
of these churches reported memberships within the first and the 
second grouping seuneattvely. This would indicate that by far 


the greater number of churches in the Unitarian fellowship are

A quick reference to the analysis covering education, 
occupation, income, and racial groups represented in the churches 
cannot but convince the reader that the membership of the Uni- 
tarian church is predominately a New England church ministering 
for the greater part to the descendants of the old "Yankee" 
stock. This is unquestionably true in view of the fact that at 
the present time 62% of the churches are located in the New 
England states, 48.2% are located in the single state of Massa-
